The loss 
of the land affected is small com­ 
pared to what is retained. 
It the 
change is not made a divided school 
district would result at some fu ­ 
ture tim e, with increased school 
taxes. 
A petition is being circulated and 
it will soon be presented to the 
township board of school trustees, 
who m ust first act upon it. 
The

The territory involved consists
